AT LAST ACCOUNTS 


CLOAKMAKERS RIOT. 


BULLETON SHOW S HIM SOME­ 
WHAT IMPROVED. 


Wild Rumors in Circulation That the 
Emperor W as 
Dead—Disastrous 
Gale Along the British Coast—S o­ 
cialists in Session—'Affairs in Chica 
— Foreign News. 


St. P eter sbu rg, Oct. 22.—Yesterday 
an unofficial dispatch was received 
from Livadia stating th at the czar had 
passed a better night and had been 
able to sleep a little. 
This somewhat 
alleviated the anxiety, although even 
the official bulletins are now received 
w ith suspicion. 
A fter this bulletin 
nothing was received until 9 o’clock 
in the evening, when another private 
dispatch reported a continued slight im­ 
provement, also th at he had a better 
appetite. 
This was confirmed a t l l 
o’clock by another official bulletin. 
This bulletin is signed by the five phy­ 
sicians in attendance upon his majesty. 
The crowds th at had long and patiently 
awaited the issue of the bulletin read 
and discussed it with evident relief 
and then rapidly dispersed. 
The dearth of news from Livadia 
Saturday occasioned the wildest ru­ 
mors to cftculate to the effect th at the 
czar was actually dead but th at the 
fact was concealed because the czaro- 
witz had renounced the succession to 
the throne and the Grand Duke George, 
the czar's second son, had also died 
from the lung trouble from which he 
has long been a sufferer. 
These ru­ 
mors were effectually silenced by 
the issuing of a bulletin at night 
th a t the czar had been out of his bed 
during the day but his general condi­ 
tion 
was 
unchanged. 
Yesterday, 
however, the rumors have been re­ 
vived in an intensified form, Sabbath 
leisure and the gathering of unusually 
large congregations attracted by the 
special prayers for the czar assisting 
in the grow th of the rum or and spec­ 
ulation. 
It is everywhere recognized 
th at the doctors have no hope of his 
recovery and th at they are only devot­ 
ing their efforts to prolong his m ajesty’s 
life until the arrival of Princess Alix 
at Yalta so th at her m arriage to the 
czarowitz may be celebrated before his 
death. 
It is said th a t the physicians 
have how been compelled to turn their 
attentions to the czarina, whose mind 
is said to be seriously affected by the 
strain of nursing her husband. 
The special 
services 
in 
all the 
churches yesterday were well attended. 
The reverence displayed and the sin­ 
cerity of the prayers offered show how 
deeply the public mind is affected. 
In the theaters here and at Moscow 
during the last few days there have 
been numerous instances during inter 
vals between the acts of the audience 
calling on the orchestras to play the 
national hymn, “ God Protect the Czar,” 
to which the people would listen stand­ 
ing.

New York Commission Inspects the De­ 
vice with a View to Its Adoption. 
M o n tr e a l, Quebec, Oct. 20.—Messrs. 
Edson, Andrews and Delehanty of the 
New York city commission appointed 
to inspect systems of disposing of 
garbage visited the new works here 
modeled upon those of Leeds,England. 
The inventer of the system, Charles 
Thackeray, explained everything. 
At 
the base of a chimney IOO feet high is 
a series of incinerators—great closed 
fireplaces, with hoppers a t the top, 
through which the garbage is fed, 
doors in front and ash pits beneath. 
M ontreal collects garbage between 6 
p. rn. and 6 a. rn. 
The fires of the in­ 
cinerators are supposed never to go 
out. 
Alongside of each incinerator is 
an auxiliary fire, which helps coubus- 
tion when the garbage is very wet. 
All vapors from the incineratiors are 
carried through a separate furnace, 
called the fume cremator, 
Coal is 
used to start the incinerators and 
sometimes in the auxiliary fires, but 
for the most part the garbage itself is 
the fuel used.

Assistant Secretary Reynolds Defines the 
Legal Termination of Service. 
W ashington, Oct. 22.—Assistant Sec­ 
re ta ry of Interior Reynolds has made 
a ruling th at section 7401, revised stat­ 
utes, limits the legal term ination of 
service in any pension case to either 
one of only two possible dates; these 
are the date of actual discharge for any 
other cause than expiration of the 
term of office of the organization and 
the da'e of disbandonment of the 
organization because of the expiration 
of term of service. 
It is held th at a 
determination of the commencement 
of service by the w ar departm ent from 
its records after full consideration of 
the law and the facts, in any claim 
based upon service during or since the 
w ar of the rebellion, will be accepted 
by the interior departm ent as final. 
The rule th at pay is coincident w ith 
and determines the period of such 
is vacated and set aside and the conse­ 
quent decisions are overruled.

W estinghouse Gave V anderbilt as Good 
as H e Got. 
When W estinghouse first obtained 
bis patent on the air brake, like most 
inventors, he was poor and friendless. 
He managed to secure an introduction 
to Commodore V anderbilt, who was 
never noted for his gentle manners. 
W estinghouse found him engrossed in 
his correspondence, and he did not 
deign to stop reading his letters 
w hile the inventor extolled the m erits 
of his invention. 
When he had spoken 
his little piece V anderbilt for the 
first time seemed to take any notice 
of him, and, looking up suddenly, 
said in his gruffest tones:

Since the tim e w hen Lew is a n i 
Clarke ascended the M issouri river in 
a rowboat, occupying the b etter part 
of the years 1801-2-3, equipped by the

States governm ent for the 
purpose of exploring

along and at the source of the Mis­ 
souri river, tile stream has becom e fa­ 
m iliar as far as the head of navigation, 
Fort Benton, Mont. 
Beyond that 
point it is y et com paratively unknown. 
T he actual headw ater of the Missouri, 
or w hat should be know n as such had 
it been in tellig en tly nam ed, is De- 
Lacy’s or Shoshone lake, in the N ation­ 
al park.

Low They Are Fished tor and Recovered 
From the Sea. 
One of the queer occupations of 
m ankind is that of dragging for lost 
anchors. 
It is carried on in bays an d 
rivers, and even ia the open sea along 
the coast. 
A w riter says that several 
sloops and schooners are engaged al­ 
m ost exclusively in this pursuit. The 
hunters are 
as fam iliar w ith the 
ground w here anchors are to be found 
as fisherm en are w ith the favorite 
haunts of the living inhabitants of the 
sea. 
It is said that the stretch of sea 
off the D elaw are breakw ater is m ost 
fru itfu l in dropped anchors. 
This is 
ow ing 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
sa 
m any vessels are com pelled by the 
state of the w eather, or of the tide, to 
ride off the breakwater, being often 
caught in gales w hile stationed there. 
The m anner of fishing for lost an­ 
chors ia m ost sim ple. 
A chain is let 
dow n in a loop long enough to drag 
along the bottom , and the vessel goes 
on her way w ith a ll hands on board 
alert for a bite, and a bite usually 
ends in a catch. 
The recovered an­ 
chors are usually sold again at a price 
of about four cents a pound, w hich is 
a cent under the m arket price for new 
anchors. 
A big anchor w ill w eigh 
6,000 pounds, so that the fisherm en 
m ake $240 out of it. More often, how ­ 
ever, the anchors fished up w eigh 
from 1,000 to 2,000 pounds, and there 
is a pretty profit in the business even 
then.
